ttg-The scarcity of fuel in the towns and cities 
upon the Ohio river has awakened the people to the 
necessity of railroads as a means of ministering not 
only to their commercial advancement but to their 
actual comfort. The people of Cincinnati are in as 
deep distress for fuel as are the people of our own 
citv. There are several thousand acres of dense 
timber within a few miles of Cincinnati. All this 
timber might easily be cut into cord wood and 
brought into Cincinnati, as the wood around our 
city has been brought here; but the railroad ...m- 
panies jau>ear to be unwilling to fix their charges 
for trfliPortation at such prices as will allow the 
owners of the land to have the wood cut and *ent to 
market. The railroads are unwilling to adopt a Ur- 
iff upon the transportation of cord wood that 

I it to market, because it is rc- 
l of the railroad companies, 
they are unwilling to invite competition. We 
! of these roads pay but $1 25 for 
to Cincinnati, and, after 
for transportation, yield 
that price, and yet be sold 
I of the wood that has been 
sold there for the past six weeks or two months. 

now within a convenient distance of 
by railroad a tract of one thousand 
acres of land which we once owned which we know 
is heavily covered with .fine timl>er, within two miles 
of a depot of one railroad and one and half miles of 
the depot of another. This land would yield at 
least fifty cords of wood per acre and still leave 
u;x>n it enough timber for rails and fuel and build- 
ing purposes. It has for years been offered for sale 
at the low price of $20 per acre, and although the 
timber alone, if transported to Cincinnati at a fair 
price, would pay for the hind several times over, 
the unwillingness of the railroads to transport wood 
at the same tariff charged for other freight has pre- 
vented its sale. The settler looks hopelessly at the 
giant trees; if he were to cut them down he would 
be comjxdled to leave them to rot upon the ground. 
Two b<£w travel would bring this wood by railroad 
to Cincinnati, where the suffering from want of fuel 
has been very great, where the poor are actually 
freezing for want of wood or coal, notwithstanding 
the benevolent effort* of the city authorities. 

The spirit of speculation seems indeed to have en 
tered into the hearts of our whole people and made 
them deaf even to the appeals of suffering humanity 
These soulless corporations might well afford to 
make arrangements for the transportation at reason 
able prices of the wood we have mentioned, and 
thus contribute to the relief of the suffering poor of 
Cincinnati. It is a standing rule of railroad 
companies to discourage the transportation of 
wood upon their roads because it may increase the 
price of the fuel which they are themselves com 
pelled to use; but, under such circumstances as those 
which have existed in the towns and cities on the 
Ohio river during this winter, we think that this 
rule should be, at least temporarily, abandoned.

He had 
been, all fall, afflicted with the milk sickness, and 
w&b very weak from the effects of it, and, having 
disagreed with his family, they left him, and he was 
living by himself, and it is supposed he became un- 
able to pre|>are himself with necessary fire.

If policemen are merely ornaments of society, whose 
le busine** is to vote on the day ot election, we uiu<t re- 
ly upon our own right arms, our own revolvers, and our 
r n jimmies, just as we would guar 1 against bear- iu thu 
lar, and against tiger* iu the tropical region.-. * ■ 
We must declare tha*. when law ceases to protect and to 
punish, it lo<es its only title to reverence. It is not impos- 
sible that the time may come when the people of New 
York, growing a little restive at being garroted, roav try 
what virtue there is in vigilance committer- ami the appli- 
cation of a heiupen cravat to the bull neeki of short-boys, 
shoulder-hitters, and burglars. The cowardly knave* who 
have undertaken to render our streets unsafer than the 
mountain-roads of Spain are knowu, and may, when the 
shrift is short, and the lamp-post in most convenient prox- 
imity, have occasion to rue the enterprise in which Uiev 
are engaged. We warn them, and we warn the authori- 
ties as well, that exasperated men are not in the habit of 
philosophizing very calmly. 

Everybody is naturally tempted to ask on what 
meat our C*sar has been feeding since the spirit l"-s 
affair iu Pennsylvania Avenue. But nobody should 
yield to the temptation. It wouldn't l<e handsome. 
The above are daring and dashing words, and we 
give the editor of the Tribune full credit for them. 
Still he is but new in this impulsive faith, and we 
have a sort of half suspicion, that, if, in some of his 
midnight journeys homeward, he were to encounter 
a live short-boy or shoulder-hitter, his old habit of 
"philosophizing very calmly" would come back 
upon him instinctively. Nevertheless there is un- 
questionably some vert- doughty blood in his turnip. 

Death of Prkstox S. Bkooks. — The telegraph 
yesterday announced the sudden death of this gen- 
tleman at Washington. His disease is said to have 
been croup, superinduced ujwn a severe cold. We 
knew Mr. B. only through his public deportment at 
the capital of the nation, which was little calculated 
to awaken our admiration either of the politician or 
the man; yet, in sheer justice, it must be said that 
he was a zealous representative of his constituents, 
and, as he and they understood it, a faithful one. 
Although no friend of the Union, he was not by ant- 
means a formidable enemy. The very boldness and 
enormity of his sectionalism disarmed it of all 
power to harm. He was, moreover, utterly unquali- 
fied for the Congressional or any other moral arena. 
Neither his intellect nor his spirit fitted him for in- 
tellectual combat. His abilities appear to have 
been moderate, and his attainments still more so, 
while his temper was evidently violent and 
highly cultivated. He was a weak man rather than 
a bad one. Personally, we believe, he was a very 
generous and attractive gentleman. South Caroli- 
na will no doubt delight to honor his mentor v. 

Thk National Ci-tv Monumkst— Sklkctiox ok 
a Dksio*.— The Directory of the Clay Monument 
Association at Lexington has at last selected a design 
for the national monument to be erected in the ceme- 
tery near that place, over the remains of Henry 
Clay. It is the design submitted by Mr. Julius W. 
Adams, of Lexington. The Observer and Reporter 
says that the height of the monumental column, 
together with the ba.se or sarcophagus, is one hun- 
dred and nineteen feet, and upon the summit of 
the column there is to be a colossal statue of the 
departed statesman. The Association have decided 
to construct this monument of Kentucky stone, the 
magnesia limestone, which is said to be as indestruct- 
ible as Egyptian granite. It is designed to lay the 
corner stone of this monument on the 12th day of 
April, the birth-day of the matchless orator and un- 
sulled patriot unto whom it is to be erected; but 
if this cannot be done, ground will at least be broken 
on that day. The Hon. Edward Everett is to deliver 
the address upon the occasion. 

Ijg-The Frankfort Commonwealth reports the 
death, on the 9th of November last, on board of the 
steamer Tennessee, then on her passage from Grey- 
town to New York, of John H. Marshall, son of 
Hon. Thomas A. Marshall, late Chief Justice of 
Kentucky, and lately an officer under Gen. Walker, 
in Nicaragua. He emigrated to California in the 
spring of 1849, where he remained until Mat- 
last, when he went to Nicaragua, and was immedi- 
ately entrusted with important commissions under 
Walker's government. He made many warm 
friends wherever he has had his residence, and it is 
some consolation to his friends here to know that he 
was surrounded by friends on the steamer Tennes- 
see, who did not desert him in the last scene. It is 
understood that he had resigned his employment in 
Nicaragua, and, after an absence of nearly eight 
years, was returning to his family and friends, who, 
instead of rejoicing in his presence, must now 
mourn his loss.

Nicaragua* Finks Attached.— The Delta in 
its report of one of the courts at New Orleans fur- 
nishes the following interesting case: 

Robert E. Glenon vs the Nicaraguan Government. 
This is a suit by the plaintiff against the defendant 
for $1,398. being the amount of due bills held by 
him signeu by President Wm. Walker, and com- 
pensative for his services as Second Lieutenant in 
the Nicaraguan Army. A writ of attachment has 
been issued, and propertv at present in New Or- 
leans, belonging to that Government, seized by the 
sheriff. A similar petition was filed a few davs* ago 
by P. B. Mancosos for $6,000, and a writ of attach- 
ment issued. 

Petitions of intervention in both cases were filed 
by Pierre Soule, Esq., through his attorney, setting

About $40,000 worth of diamonds was vized by 
the U. S. authorities on Thursday afternot % by an 
incidental discovery made while opening a box of 
imported goods on board the steamer Washington, 
bolonging to the firm of Henle & Brothers, importers 
of precious stones, No. 20 Maiden Lane. The dia- 
monds were discovered by the officers accidentally 
opening the bottom instead of the top of the box, 
where they had been secreted in a false bottom 
which the box contained. 

Soveral officers were dispatched to the store of the 
arrested parties, and the entire contents of their 
safes, embracing diamonds aud valuable stones, 
amounting to over $150,000, were removed to the 
custom-house. They allege that they will be able 
to vindicate themselves from the present charge — 
that thev had no connection whatever with this at- 
tempt to defraud the United States revenue. They 
have been known'for years as among the heaviest im- 
porters of diamonds and precious stones in the 
Thev have branch houses in Berlin, Pari 
and other cities in Europe.

— Letters from 
England dated December 23d mention that the 
manufacturers of the Atlantic Telegraph cable had 
completed one hundred and twenty mile?, and were 
proceeding rapidly, with every prospect of finishing 
their work within the time specified in the contract. 

The Journal of Commerce learns, in addition, that 
it has been decided to land the Western terminus of 
the Atlantic cable at Trinity Bay, Newfoundland, 
and to run the line direct from that point, under 
water, in a southwesterly direction, to the Gut of 
Canso, a distance of four hundred miles, crossing 
the narrow isthmus of four miles at Trinity Bay by 

This route has been chosen rather than a more 
circuitous one through Nova Scotia (when the wire 
is already completed and in oi-eration), in order te 
avoid the possibility of interruption from local busi- 
ness, and to insure an independent line for the trans- 
mission of European despatches.

Water Wokks ano Heating by Steam.— We 
are about to introduce into our city a general and 
comprehensive system of water-works. It will be 
necessary to lay pipes in all the streets and through- 
out every building. While at this expense we 
might put in force the wisdom of the old proverb, 
kill two birds with one stone. It is practicable to 
heat an entire city with steam, and it is only a 
question of economy. All know that no heat is 
more pleasant and healthful than that generated by 
s'eam, ami it would be jwpular if it were cheap. 
There is no difficulty in conveying the hot steam to 
any distance in pipes. Once adopted, how many 
little annoyances might he avoided. A summer 
heat, controllable by turning a stop-cock, might be 
maintained night and day in our houses. Brought 
into the house alongside the water-pipe, it would 
prevent its freezing; and a turn of the tube might 
be taken around the ga6 meter, which would keep 
that warm and always in working order. 

Bath-room" would be always comfortable, and 
bath-water could l>c kept always warm for use. A 
smoking chimney could be cured by a coil or two of 
steam pipe at its top, and the same arrangement 
would give activity to ventilating flues. And, 
thinks the editor of the Buffalo Advertiser, how ma- 
ny l<eautiful designs would be called out by the ne- 
cessity of making steam pipe ornamental. It could 
be twisted in scrolls, made into cornices, or wrought 
into mantel ornaments. 

The saving of danger from fire would be another 
very important item. The heat is never high 
enough to set fire to ]iaper, and ladies might brush 
their crinolines against it without taking fire, or 
children could be left alone without the fear of find- 
ing them roasted to a cinder on returning.

Commerce and Tonnagi: <>k the Ohio River. 
A report submitted to the House of Representatives 
on Friday by the Secretary of War contains some 
interesting information in regard to the value of the 
Western rivers, canals, and railroads for defensive 
purposes, and of the commerce of the Ohio Valley. 
We subjoin some extracts from the report and from 
the papers accompanying it. The Secretary of War 
says: 

On the receiptof the resolution it was referred to 
the Chiefs of the two corps of engineers and te the 
Quartermaster General to consider the subjects in- 
volved in it, and to report how far they possessed 
and could furnish the information called for. They 
report their entire inability to furnish the statistics, 
there being no such information on the files of this 
Department, and for the same reason that they can 
give in general terms only their opinions of the rela- 
tive value of the Western rivers, canals, and rail- 
roads for defensive purposes. To obtain the statis- 
tical information necessary to answer the resolutiou 
would involve great labor and considerable expense 
(which latter would be much increased if the duty- 
should be performed by civilians instead of officers 
of the army), and the Department has neither offi- 
cers nor the funds to devote to it. 

Notwithstanding these embarrassments, the De- j 
partment has not omitted, during the recess of Con 
grrss, to make 
called for by n 

addressed to persons supposed to I* well informed 
on such subjects; but they have not elicited such 
answers as were boted for and desired. 

Generally it mav be safely said that our Western 
river*; <an.il-, and railroads have largely increased 
the military power of the United States* for defen- 
sive purposes by the facilities their present means 
of transportation offer for the rapid and certain 
movement and concentration of troops and supplies 
at most of the available points of the country; but 
the relative value of the three cannot, for the rea- 
son given, be statsd with anything like certainty. 

The Secretary transmits the reports of the Quar- 
termaster General and of the Chief Engineer, con- 
taining their views upon the relative value, for mili- 
tary defensive purr>oscs, of the Western rivers, ca- 
nals, and railroad-, as now severally provided with 
means of transportation; also, a copy of a report 
from Captain E. R. Palmer, of the Topographical 
Engineers, stating the navigable length of the Ohio 
river, with some statistics as to the amount and val- 
ue of its commerce: 

Gen. Jesup states that he has had neither the time 
nor the opportunity to obtain the data on which to 
base an opinion which would lie satisfactory as to 
the information called for, but add that he "can 
safely say that the Western rivers, canals, and rail- 
roads.with their present means of transportation, ta- 
ken together, have more than quadrupled the mili- 
tary power of the Western States for defensive pur- 
poses by the facilities they offer for the rapid and cer- 
tain movement of troops and military supplies; for the 
relative military power of States depends not so much 
upon number- and means as the abilitv to concentrate 
l»th where they are required, to be' used either for 
defence or offence." 

Gen. Totten, in concluding his report, 6ays: 
"Generally, in the defence of the Atlantic frontier, 
the influence of Western railroads, &c, would only 
be felt in the event of a powerful and long-continued 
attack on some of our important points, as in any 
other case the power of the country more contiguous 
may be considered as sufficient "for its protection. 
Should, however, a case occur where the whole 
strength of the Union would tie required to repel an 
attack even greater than that on Scbastopol, the 
rivers, canals, and railroads of the West, as a 
means of transportation, would afford important 
aid in the defence." 

Capt. W. R. Palmer estimates the length of the 
Ohio river, when full, at 950 miles, and draining an | 
area from 200,000 to 220,000 square miles — very

tf&"X correspondent of the New York Journal of 
Commerce, writing from Switzerland, thus de- 
scribes the native region of Tell: 

I made the excursion of the Lake of Lucerne by- 
steamboat to Altorf and back. It is also called the 
lake of the Four Cantons, being bordered by the 
Cantons of Uri, Unterwalden, Lucerne, " and 
Schwytz. The lake is very irregular, with long 
diverging arms and narrow passages, and is the 
most picturesque in Switzerland. The northern 
, part is characterized bv gentle slopes and cultivated 
\ scenery, the only height being Mt. Pilatus and 
; Rhigi. Advancing southward, the hills l>egin to 
| rb* and to crowd th'ir steep slopes and precipices 
upon the water. At the head ef the lake the moun- 
tains and precipices are exceeding wild, rising six 
to eight thousaud feet, their towering summits cov- 
ered with gnow. The narrow valley at the head of 
the lake leads upward to the St. Got hard pass, one 
of the principal nigh roads into Italy. 

This whole region is famed in storv. It was the 
birth place and residence of the Patriot and Libera- 
tor Tell, the Washington of Switzerland. In the 
market place of Altorf, a little town near the south- 
ern extremity of the bay of Uri, Tell performed his 
feat of the cro-s-l»ow and apple. The locality is 
marked by a tower, on whose stuccoed surface is a 
horrible picture representing the scene. The boy is 
made t« realize the artist's idea of a cherub, but'the 
unfortunate fathtf l»ears a wonderful resemblance to 
an ogre. Tell s chapel, where he leaped ashore from 
the boat, escaping the fangs of the tyrant to become 
the avenger of his crimes, is a pretty little shrine on 
the water's edge at the foot of a mountain. It is a 
favorite scene with the artists. On the opposite 
shore is the localitv of the midnight oath of the three 
Swiss Patriots. Indomitable patriotism and stern 
resistance to oppression are fruits that seem to spring 
up and ripen naturally among these wild crags and 
mountain glens. 

A European correspondent gives the following 
curious bit of tradition as associated with a peak of 
the Alps in Switzerland: 

I walked over the Brunig pass to Lungern and 
thence took carriage to Alpnach. The country- 
passed through on this route is very beautiful . The 
Swiss cottages, so picturesque in their peculiar stvle 
of architecture, are particularly neat, and the fields 
are of the most vivid green. This bright color con- 
tras.ed strongly with the white mantle that covered 
all the hills, the effects of the late storm. Winter 
had already set in upon the heights, and the snow 
line had suddenly descended several hundred feet. 
Near lake Lucerne, Mt. Pilatus becomes the most 
prominent object. It is an abrupt mountain of over 
7,000 feet, wild and rocky and generally mantled 
with clouds. Tradition states that Pontius Pilate, 
chased by remorse from the haunts of men and 
wandering wretchedly about the e irth, ended his 
davs miserably on this mountain. His vexed spirit 
-till haunts its broken summit, and it is observed 
that, when the rest of the landscape is sunny and 
clear, a dark mist always hangs there like a frown. 
More recently the mountain has obtained another 
reputation as the locality of the celebrated "Slide 
of Alpnach," constructed in 1812 to bring down 
timber to the lake. It was one of the boldest and 
most interesting engineering structures of its day. 
At the extremity of one of the irregular arms of 
the lake of Lucerne I embarked in a row-boat, 
manned by two stout-armed Dutch girls, for Stan- 
stad, from whence I took steamer to Lucerne.

They form part of a constella- 
tion called Ursa Major, of the Great Bear; the two 
ri^hthand stars of the seven are called the "Point- 
ers," as a line drawn through them and continued 
upwards will meet the Pole Star. The Pole Star is 
always at the same elevation in degrees as the lati- 
tude of the place; thus at the equator it is just visi- 
ble on the horizon; at Boston, in latitude 42 .30, it is 
at an elevation of 42 degrees (a little less than one- 
half of the whole distance from the horizon to the 
zenith), and at the north pole, in latitude 90. it is 
right over head, or at an elevation of 90 degrees. 

The Pole Star is one of the binary- stars discov- 
ered by Sir William Herschel. A binary star is one 
that, when highly magnified, is found to consist of 
two stars, one revolving round the other, sun around 
sun. But without a telescope the observer will not 
be able to see this, one of the most wonderful of the 
works of creation. The Pole Star is in the tail of 
the "Little Bear;" the other stars of that constella- 
tion will lie easily recognized a little lielow the Pole 
Star, as they form the same shape as the "Wain," 
but in reverse order. Between the Little Bear and 
Great Bear will be seen a chain of stars surround- 
ing the Little Bear; they are a constellation called 
Draco (the Dragon), and by means of one of these 
stars the celebrated astronomer Bradlev made the 
great discovery of the aberration of light.

EVENING BULLETIN. 



DETAILS BY THE ATLANTIC. 

We gi > e the following details of the Europeon 
mews by the Atlantic, from our foreign exchangee: 

Full Det tta of the homl*ir>Jment of Canton and ih 
Cam**. — The Chinese authorities at Canton, on the 
8th of Octolier, boarded a lorcha under the Britfah 
flag, which was lying among the shipping off Can- 
too, seized and earned away twelve Chinese be- 
longing to the lorcha, and hauled down her colors. 
On the same day Mr. Consul Parke? applied to the 
Imperial Commissioner and Viceroy for an explana- 
tion and satisfaction for this outrage; but, to this 
and sub>e<iU8nt remonstrances and protests. Ixrth 
from the Consul and Sir John Bowing, no satisfacto- 
ry answer was received. 

On the forenoon of the 22d, twelve men wore sent 
to the British consulate as the men *ho had beeti 
seL^ed on board the lorcha. They are alleged not 
to have been the same men, but criminals taken out 
of prison. The tender of these men was not ac- 
companied by anv explanation from the imperial 
commissioner, and* they were sent back. Admiral 
Seymour commenced operations by taking posses- 
sion of the Blenheim Heaeh and Barrier Forts. 

Very little opposition was offered by the Chinese, 
and the guns in these forts were spiked and render- 
ed useless, the magazines blown up, and the build- 
ings set on tire. On the 23d the Coromandel an- 
chored off the batteries, wltere the Encounter was 
also lying, and landed some marines for their pro- 
tection, while the Barracouta and Samp-on destroy- 
ed the forts in the Macau Passage, and other forts at 
Canton were demolished. 

A detachment of marines was also sent up from 
the American man of war Portsmouth, and took 
part in guarding the factories. Treasure was sent 
awav to Hong Kong, and the European and Ameri- 
can ladies left Canton. A pause in the orations 
now took place. 

After ample time had !>een afforded to the Chinese 
to make terms, but which seemingly was not avail- 
ed of, active operations were recommended on the 
27th. 

At 1 o'clock, P. M., the Encounter opened a dis- 
charge of shot and shell upon the Governor-Gene- 
ral's fortified residence, while the Barracouta, bav- 
on behind the citv, opened a 
I nap | to the north of it. The' tiring from 
d until after 5 o'clock, and ap- 
! to indict considerable damage. In the menn- 
mnition had been landed from 
the men of war, and a batterv was established at 
the Dutch Folly. 

On the 28th, at 1 P. M., this lattery commenced 
firing, the Encounter also throwing shells at inter- 
vals, and at about 2 o'clock the Governor General's 
house took tire, the flames spreading on both sides. 

L T p to this time the Chinese were apparently par- 
alysed, and did nothing beyond offering a reward of 
thirty-»ix dollars for every European head brought 
in, which was on a subsequent dav increased to one 
hundred dollars. A fort behind the city was cap- 
tured and destroyed this day. Hoglane was taken 
poises «ion of at the back of the factories, the Chi- 
nese turned out and the houses pulled down, so as to 
leave a wide clearing between the factories and the 
Chinese houses. 

On the 29th the Encounter and the battery at the 
Dutch folly resumed tiring about seven in the morn- 
ing. The conflagration in the city had continued 
during the previous night, and it was found to have 
destroyed a great nnmber of buildings. The Chi- 
nese commenced tiring from the French Folly about 
eleven, but only kept it up for an hour or two. 

Preparations were now made for storming. At a 
quarter past two o'clock, P. M., the storming party, 
consisting of between 200 and 300 men, landed and 
mounted the breach in the city wall. The Chinese 
offered a very faint resistance, firing a few vollies, 
which killed a marine and wounded six others. The 
British flag was planted on the breach and one of 
the gates of the city having been opened, the admi- 
ral and his attendant officer- found themselves in 
possession of the palace of the imperial commission- 
er. 

As the force At the disposal of the admiral was far 
too small to allow of his attempting to hold the city, 
the whole party retired about 6 o clock, fired upon 
from gingalls, by which two men were killed and six 
wounded. A tire broke out to the east of the gate 
alxne mentioned, which raged furiouslv throughout 
the night , and destroyed a great number of houses 
between the wall and river. 

On the 30th little was done beyond keeping tin a 
hurried tire from the batterv on the Dutch Polly. 
The imperial commissioner having on the preceding 
day sent a mandarin to ascertain what demands the 
admiral had to make, he was informed that it was 
required that foreign representarives should have at 
Canton the same access to the authorities as at the 
other port. 

On the 30th, Admiral Seymour addressed a letter 
to the imperial commissioner stating this, and warn- 
ing him that it depended entirely on himself whether 
the city should be destroyed or not. To this Ghen 
Ken, the imperial commissioner, sent a reply on the 
following day, couched in a very unsatisfactory tone, 
trying to vindicate his conduct in seizing the lorcha, 
-stating that she was a Chinese vessel, and that the 
En gi Lsh flag was not flying on her when she was 
taken possession of. 

Admiral Seymour sent a rejoinder to this on the 
1st current, declining further argument on the mer- 
its of the case of the lorcha, as he is satisfied with 
Hi" correctness of the facts stated to him by Consul 
Parkes. 

The Admiral insists on the right of access to the 
city on behalf of the foreign representatives, and 
"es by warning Eep of the serious co 
which will result fn 



: from his obstinacy. 
On the 3d, the imperial commissioner still holding 
oot, a general bombardment of the whole citv was 
commenced, from the steamers Encounter and Samp- 
son, and the battery on the Dutch Pollv, which 
continued up to the latest accounts; so that by this 

immense. 

On the 6th Her Majesty's steamer Barracouta, 
which had eightv shot in her hull and rigging, des- 
troyed a fleet of twenty-two war junks. Her loss 
was three killed and two wounded. 

An American steamer was fired upon by one of the 
Chinese forts in the Macao Passage, when the United 
States frigate Portsmouth immediately proceeded to 
destroy it, and notice was given to the Chinese au- 
thorities that unless immediate reparation was made 
for the insult offered to the American flag, operations 
would l«e commenced against them. 

All the Chinese servants employed at the factories 
ran off at an earlv stage of the proceeding-, so that 
aailors had to be procured from the ships at Wampoa 
to assist in cooking, &c. 

Murder of an A rchbishop. — The Paris correspond- 
ent of the Times, in the second edition of yesterday, 
gives the following particulars of the assassination 
of the Archbishop: 

Paris, Sunday, 6 P. M.— The Archbishop of Paris 
was assassinated at 5H o'clock last evening, in the 
ancient church of St. Etienuedu Mont, while officiat- 
ing pontifically at the norma in honor of the festival 
of Sainte Genevieve, the patroness of Paris. The 
relics of the saint are said to be kept in that church 
since the destruction of that which had been dedi- 
cated to her; and on the 3d of Jnnuary, the anni- 
versary of her death, a solemn norma, or nine days' 
devotions, prayers, masses, and other acts of piety, 
and which attracts from its celebrity, crowds of peo- 
ple, is regularly celebrated there. After vespers 
and a sermon, which was preached by the Abbe 
Lacarriere, the procession of the lady patroness of 
Genevieve took place. The Archbishop pre- 
as he had at the religious ceremonies during 
the dav. As he was passing the outer door, to enter 
the principal nave, a young man, apparently about 
30 vears of age, suddenly advanced and stabbed the 
prelate in the direction" of the heart. The victim 
retreated two steps back — his croizier fell from his 
hand — and, exclaiming 11 Ah, maJheureuj:'" sank to 
the earth. He was carried to the sacristy, and hav- 
ing received absolution from the Abbe'Surat, who 
had caught him in his arms as he fell, expired in less 
than rive minutes. The body was borne to the 
Archiepiscopal Palace. 

The assassin's name is Verges. He was a priest 
of the diocese of Meaux, and had been several 
times suspended from the exercise of his functions. 
He made himself known some short time since by 
a violent pamphlet against the Procureur Imperial 
(the law officer of the crown) of St. Leon, Depart- 
ment of the Aisne. He was proceeded against and 
condemned to punishment. He al 



said to have been likewise suspended from his func- 
tions for having preached against the dogma of the 

•'Immaculate Conception." It was in consequence 
of the last suspension that he came to Paris, where 
he first meditated the crime which he has just per- 



petrated. A Sister of Charity, who had observed 
the movement of the assassin, and attempted to 
I throw herself between the Archbishop and him, 
was wounded in the hand. 
The assassin made an attempt to escape in the 
' crowd, but be was seized by five or six of the con- 
gregation, and narrowly escaped l>eing strangled by 
them. In hi*, examination before the authorities he 
! answered coolly. He says he was suspended with- 
out just cause. 

Some time since he affixed a placard to the gates 
i of the Madeleiue, complaining of his punishment 
I by the Archbishop, and stating that he was perish- 
1 iiigof hunger. He had already been pointed out to 
the polios for having threatened one of the most re- 
I spec-table parish priests in Paris, but he never said 
that he entertained any evil designs against the 
Archbishop. He came to Paris on Christmas eve, 
and lodged at No. 2 Hue Racine. He has passed 
his time ince then in reading at the public libra- 

anef his c 



rios. He was dressed as a layman, 
was stuffed with writings. 

The correspondent of the Globe gives an account, 
agreeing in the main with the above, but he states 
in addition: 

The assassin is a man in the prime of life, aged 32, 
with expressive and very intelligent features, and 
possessed of much self-command. The statement 
that he is insane is false. He at once gave his name 
and stated his profession. • * * 

The crime created a deep sensation at the Tuileries. 
The Emperor and Empress were about to proceed 
to a theatre when the fatal intelligence was commu- 
nicated to them. In all classes of society the same 
consternation was apparent. The \tody of the late 
Archbishop has Issen already embalmed* and it will 
be interred with great ceneinony. 

An A tnerican m in Prison.— A most lamentable 
affair oocureed at the Paris prison for debts ("Cli- 
chy," as it is called V An American merchant who 
was there confined illlegally for debt, was shot dead 
at the window of his cell" by a sentinel. A good 
deal of excitement sprung out of the affair, and the 
authorities are keeping the particulars secret for the 
present. The facts are these: A new sentinel who 
had been standing guard previously at the criminal 
pri«on*. had orders that when prisoners presented 
themselves at the windows, and refused after due 
warning to desist, he was to fire. In the present 
case the tentinel declares that the prisoner was 
warned six times before he fired, ana that he did 
not fire until the prisoner peremptorily refused to 
withdraw. Mr. Chas. Morey, of Boston", the conces- 
sionaire for France of the Mr. Goodvear's vulcanized 
India rubber, and a gentleman well known to all the 
Ain-iriean residents of Paris, is the gentleman. Mr. 
Morcy was a man of about 32 years of age, who 
lea\ •«* a wife and children in a state of distress that 
may be easily imagined.

IT UTHEK NEWS BY THE ILLINOIS. 

Nkw Yohk, Jan. 28. 
Much rain has recently fallen in all parts of Cali- 
fornia except the southern. The latest accounts 
from Ix>s Angelos represent the fields as destitute of 
vegetation and the cattle dying of starvation, the 
rains having not extended to that section. In the 
mining regions the rains have fallen copiouslr and 
large quantities of gold have been washed out. 
The miners, who have been idle for months, are 
now at work with a prospect of water for weeks to 
come. 

In several of the mining localities in the north, 
the cold has interfered with the operations of the 
miners. 

At Weaverville the snow was three feet deep, and 
the roof of the court house had been crushed with 
the weight. 

More snow has fallen on the coast range than for 
several years previous. 

The Russian ship Odurna has arrived has arrived 
at San Francisco with the crew of the steamer Ame- 
rica, sold to Russia during the war. 

A dividend of 2 per cent, has been declared for 
the creditors of Adams & Co. 

The mines were paying better than for several 
years past. 

But little is said concerning the repudiation of the 
State debt. A bill will undoubtedly pass the Legis- 
lature authorising the payment of the debt and sub- 
mitting the matter to the people for ratification. 

Dates from Oregon are to Dec. 20. The Legisla- 
ture has passed a bill providing for a vote by the 
people on the question of forming a State Constitu- 
tion.

— On motion of Mr. Wilson, it was resolv- 
ed that the Committee on Foreign Relations be in- 
structed to inquire into the expediency of sending 
a Commissioner to the Island- of the East Indian 
Archipelago with power to investigate the clains to 
sovereignty which the government of the Nether- 
lands asserts itself to possess over most of these 
islands, and form treaties with such independent 
States and tribes as may be found therein of suffi- 
cient power and importance to render such treaties 
necessary. 

Mr. Douglas reported a bill establishing judicial 
and land districts in the Gadsden purchase. 

The Senate then adjourned.

If the river 
openi soon, bo as to enable produce to co forward, the sup- 
ply of exchange will be augmented, otherwise coin will 
have to go forward. The brokers are buying gold at X 
and selling at \ premium. 

The provision market claims more attention just now 
thun everything els«. price* are high, and holders gener- 
ally have not only been very firm, but anticipated a further 
advance. Within the last two day the market has, bow- 
ever, been quiet, and former price* have been more readily 
accepted. Yesterday 1,000 bbls mess pork told in one lot at 
Sis, 100 and 60 bbls at the same, and 10,450 bulk shoulders 
at 7)»c packed, deliverable on the 9th of February. Most 
parties are holding shoulders at 7>£c loose. These were the 
only large transactions reported. Lard is held at lltfc In 
bbls and tcs and l J' jc in kegs. To the trade in a small way 
bacon shoulders are selling at 8@S\c, ribbed sides at 9)tfe, 
clear sides at 10c, and bams at l0\idtl0Mc, for city and 
country cured. About 13,000 lbs bacon have been recelTed 
within the last few days by wagons, and hog-round is quoted 
8X<39c and lard at 10X®flc for bbls and 11 WtaUXc fur 
prime krg. Yesterday 4,000 lbs bacon sold from wagons at 
8c for shoulders, 8J£e for ribbed aide*, 9?«c for clear sides, 
and 10c for bams. 

The Cincinnati Price-Current contains a statement of 
the operations in that market for the season, which is as 
follows:

This showi but a very slight Increase ; and had we been 

able to have obtained the comparison from all the houses, 
we are inclined to think it would have shown that the aver- 
age weicht for both seasons has (wen about the same. 

The yield of lard haa not been a* good as that of last sea- 
son, bv from two to three lbs y hog. The shrinkage, in 
curing the meat this season, U also above the average per 
rentage. 

The Price-Current makes the following remark* 
The European newi with reference to provisions is quite 
unfavorable. A large decline bad been established in lard 
and bacon, both of which are now relatively lower than 
our quotations. It is difficult to account for tbisanamalou* 
atate of the trade. English dealers have been purchasing 
largely in the Went, at full price*. They have been ia con- 
stant communication with their partners and correspon- 
dent! on the other aide of the watur. The former miut 
have been aware of the condition of the markets of Great 
Britain, and the latter were duly posted as to the short crop 
of hog* in the United States, yet on the very threshold of 
the season the price* in Liverpool declined laagely. In the 
west, the market for hog products, as already intimated, 
has been quiet for a few days past, owing partly to the 
news from Europe. 

The packing season has about cloaed, and we shall be re- 
ceiving daily statement* of the business at the several pack- 
ing point*. The reported "crop" last year was 2.43U,x*7. 
It in confidently estimated that the deficiency this year will 
fnot up 35 V cent, or about 800,000 head. This would re- 
duce the total 300.000 below the aggregate of 1864-5. The 
returns that have come to hand so far, do not justify an es- 
timate of the deficiency greater than the excess of the last 
crop, and it is, we think, probable that the crop of 1864-5 
and }*;■■.: will be about equal. 

We do not agree with the opinion of the Price-Current 
in regard to the aggregate yield of the West. Every im- 
portant packing point in the West shows a much larger de- 
ficiency in numbers than Cincinnati, and while, according 
to the Price-Current, the average weight there is reported 
above that of last year (which by-the-way is only based on 
partial returns) at every other point heard from it is less. 
We are rather inclined to think that there was a competi- 
tion between the Cincinnati packers as to who can make 
the biggest show in their respective returns.

The receipts are 
altogether by wagons, mostly from the upper counties, and 
while it is of the most inferior quality, the manner in which 
it has been prepared and packed render it altogether unfit 
for shipment The average price for old merchantable 
lugs is $10 50.
